The enclosed documents contained in sections 7 and 8 of file 65-NY-14932 represents the 5th interim release 
of information responsive to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request. 

In a letter dated January 16, 2014 to the Department of Justice Office of Information Policy (OIP), you 
appealed your fee waiver denial. OIP requested that additional analysis be conducted regarding the fee waiver. After 
further review, it was determined that your request for a fee waiver should be denied. Given the extensive amount of 
information already available to the public, the release of additional FBI documents would not result in a significant 
contribution to the public's understanding. Additionally, you have failed to show your ability to disseminate the 
information. 

We received your payment of $30.00 in response to our release letter dated December 31st, 2014. This 
payment covered the 4 th interim release and created a credit to your Case Fees in the amount of $15.00, which has 
been applied to this release dated January 27, 2015. Therefore, you will not need to make a payment upon receipt of 
the enclosed CD-ROM. Your next charge will be for the 6 th interim release. 
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EXPLANATION OF EXEMPTIONS 
SUBSECTIONS OF TITLE 5, UNITED STATES CODE. SECTION 552 

(b)( 1) (A) specifically authorized under criteria established by an Executive order to be kept secret in the interest of national defense or foreign policy 

and (B) are in fact properly classified to such Executive order; 

(b)(2) related solely to the internal personnel rules and practices of an agency; 

(b)(3) specifically exempted from disclosure by statute (other than section 552b of this title), provided that such statute (A) requires that the matters 

be withheld from the public in such a manner as to leave no discretion on issue, or (B) establishes particular criteria for withholding or refers to 
particular types of matters to be withheld; 

(b)(4) trade secrets and commercial or financial information obtained from a person and privileged or confidential; 

(b)(5) inter-agency or intra-agency memorandums or letters which would not be available by law to a party other than an agency in litigation with the 
agency;

investigations or prosecutions, or would disclose guidelines for law enforcement investigations or prosecutions if such disclosure could 
reasonably be expected to risk circumvention of the law, or ( F ) could reasonably be expected to endanger the life or physical safety of any 
individual;
